Canadian Goods Are Making Remark- 
able Gains in Britain. 

Some remarkable increases in im 
portations of some Canadian pro- 
ducts into Great Britain are shown 
by figures for the month of August 
supplied to the Trade and Commerce 
Department by Commissioner Dyer, 
of Leeds, England. The shipments of

One 
of its most conspicuous members is 
Stanley's cousin, the--Prussian gen- 
eral, Hans von Donop, for several 
years grand master of the household 
to the Kalser’s brother-in-law, 
Prince Frederick Leopold of Prussia, 
inspector-general of the cavalry of 
the Germany army. General Hans 
von Donop, since the beginning of 
the present was, bas. been command- 
ing a division of German cavalry in 
France.* : 
General Sir Stanley von Donop is 
n of the late Vice-Admiral von 
Dounop of the British navy, is a bro- 
ther of Lieut.-Col. Pelham von Don- 
op, chief Government inspector of 
railroads, and joined the Royal: Ar- 
tillery 35 years ago, the only active 
service which he has seen having 

in the Boer war. Before be- 

ing master-general of the ord- 

mance he-was for several years di- 

rector of artillery at the War De- 
partment. 

..It is undoubted that General von 
Dono» would have been forced to 
resign several months ago byt for 
one thing: Lord Kitchener vouched 
for him. The Secretary of War has 
no stronger friend and no more 
loyal supporter than Sir Stanley von 
Donop, and when it was hinted 
throughout Britain that Lord Kitch- 
ener would resign rather than forego 
the support and experience of his 
Master of Ordnance, the agitation 
was quickly dropped. 


Cotton and Explosives, 

Some striking facts rexarding cot- 
ton In {ts relationship to the manu- 
facture of high explosives were re- 
cently given by Sir William Ramsay, 
In the first place [t should be explain 
ed that guncotton is really cotton 
waste, carefuly cleaned, combed, and 
dried, soaked in one part nitric acid 
to three parts sulphuric acid. | It is 
afterwards dried and pressed into 
cakes. It is employed in the Navy in 
both a wet and dry condition, the 
former, with thirty per cent. of water 
added, belng much safer to handle. 

Sir William Ramsay points out 
that there is no adequate substitute 
for cotton for propulsive ammunition. 
Other substances have been tried— 
wood, hemp, straw, and other mater- 
fal with woody fibres. But they have 
not the propulsive power of cotton. 
To propel as far with woody mater- 
fals would need a larger charge, 
which would. entail the enlargement 
of the barrel of every cun and fifie, 

The expenditure of ammunilien tn 
this war is unprecedented. At a con- 
servative estimate, Germany requires 
1,900 tons of cotton a day. A whole 
bale of cotton is required to“fire one 
of their, biggest guna, or for every 
80,000 rounds of rifle ammunition. 
The tota! cotton stocks in Germany 
at the outbreak of the war was esti- 
mated at 250,000 tons. This would 
have carried on the war for 250 days, 
or about eight months, had cotton, in 
the opinion of experts, been made 
contraband at the beginning of the 
war, ‘

This partly 
explains Sir Sam's discouraging 
statement that two men were offering 
for every one needed, but it does not 
explain why the equipment got so far 
behind that thousands of men are 
drilling without uniforms. There are, 
of course, several complete and satis- 
factory explanations, but not one of 


them that can be put forward by the 
gallant knight who ts in charge of the 
Militia Department. One is that the 
patronage list operated to exclude 
perhaps half the possible manufactur- 
ers, Another is that the middleman 
with a pull but no plant was allowed 
to grab off orders which he peddled 
about until he got a factory that 
would do it cheap enough to give him 
the big bite. The third is that the 
Government made no provision with 
the mills for an emergency supply of 
kbaki, and that such supply as was 
in stock was steered toward a favor- 
ed few while other clothing manufac- 
turers/with les: influence stuck 
around until: the big fellows got 
through.

They will 
not be punished in the sense of being 
held legally accountable for sins of 
the past; for this would nullify the 
work which Christ accomplished in 
His death in providing satisfaction. 
for Adamic sin, Christ having made 
satisfaction for the sins of believers, 
this class are no longer Jegally re- 
sponsible for them. The same prin- 
ciple will operate with the world in 
the future, 

How Justice Operates, 

For the present we will consider 
the Church of Christ. | Suppose one 
had lived in such a way as to have 
gotten himself into a bad condition of 
body, mind, and morals. These

* become poisoned, he may have to dat- 
tle all his life against the seeds of 
ain, not in the way of direct punish- 
ment for his wrong-dong, but 
through natural law; for’ the New 
Creature is to be developed while

entrenched In the soil. This land may 
afterward be changed into a wheat- 
field; but we now from experience 
that the weeds will be there also, 
and that the wheat will not flourish 
so readily, because of this fact.

God has accept- 
ed us as New Creatures; His gracc 
has covered our sins; and they are no 
longer chargeable to us, But) who- 
ever has had a jarger planting of sin 
in his former life may have to his dy- 
ing day a great battle against these

To appreciate the work of the Christian re- 
ligion we must remember that the civilisations 
of Greece and Rome died and Vanished ‘in the 
regular ‘course of matfonal growth and death.

There were great universities in Burope in 
the Middle Ages. Every one of these was found- 


ed by religious power and protected by religious - 


authority. The various Popes were never more 
active than in the protection of the universities 
They gave special privileges 
and protettion to the students, otherwise de- 
fenceless strangers in more or less savage cities. 
The Popes established courts for the students’ 
protection. They encouraged study. 

The knowledge and intellectuality that grew 
out of these universities were the direct creation 
of religious power. 

There were in those black ages a few places 
where wretched human beings could find protec- 
tion and asylum. These were due to the power 
and authority of religion. There were men that 
saved the unhappy peasants from the brutality 
of their masters, and these men were the religi- 
ous teachers, the monks, the priests and the 
great religious princes. 

Here and there in the blackest ages some 
books were saved, art was kept alive—this was 
done by the religious men. And the protectors 
of the great artists that followed later were the 
great men of the church.

A drunken, murderous 
baron could be reached only by the man of re- 
ligion, who taught him that he would burn for- 
ever, and that even worse things would befall 
him. 

Little wonder is it then that a teaching so 
potent and so useful persisted until very recent- 
ly. From our boyhood days we can recall how

After a barb-wire accident, do not 
apply axle grease or any rancid oint- 
ment to the wound. Wash the 
wound thoroughly with warm water. 
Then clip the hair close a8 pos- 
sible around it, and wash again to 
Temove any hair or other foreign sub- 
stance. Whea sand or hair has lodg- 
ed-in the depths of a deep’cut, never 
use a wet sponge to clean it out, Use 
& piece of absorbent cotton or cotton 
batting, There will be much jess risk 
of infection. It will be useless to put 
stitches in a wound that is very deep 
or ragged, or that is-located in a 
place not in perfect rest when the 
animal is making natural movements, 
Dry dusting powder has a ‘healing ef- 
fect on barb-wire wounds and other 

jlarge, moist cuts and abrasions. Such 

a powder may be prepared cheaply 
by mixing together equal parts of 
{alaked lime, sulphur and charcoal. 
Prevent lockjaw dangers in - nal) 
wounds of the hoof by opening them 
up freely, which provides drainage 
for serum and pus. Saturate with a 
solution of corrosive sublimate and 
water in the’ proportion of 1 to 500. 
Cover with dusting powder, absorb- 
ent cotton, and a bandage.. This 
treatment should be repeated daily 
uitil the wound is healed. _ -

The expedition started at noon. Our 
machines bad whirred for two bours 
When we came in sight of the town In 
which the factory we were to destroy 
was located. In order tu drop bombs 
with any precision we must settle 
down to within a few hundred feet of 
the object to be destroyed. which

By skillful management the Ileuten- 
ant kept us afvat till it was quite 
dark and we had reached a polnt not 
myny miles from our lines.

The down of the elder duck ts more 
highly esteemed ‘and briugs a bigher 
price than any vther down. In -lce 
land and the VestomanaeyJar islands, 
where the duck nesta, it is rigidly pro 
tected by law pod by public sentiment. 

These ducks make their nests of 
down from thelr own breasts. They 
pluck it out with their bills and form 
it oto a circular mound which hax 
the property of retaining heat to an 
extravrdiuary degree. If this duwn be 
femoved the duck supplies a xecoud 
and ‘even a third tot from the same 
source. 

The elder farms In Iceland are fre 
quently situated ot ittie islands off 
the coast, covered with low bummocks 
To protect the brooding ducks from 
the elements the icelandern construct 
small sbelters of rough stoner. On 
these farms, it is said. the ducks be 
come sv tame that any une with ebom 
they are familiar may "handle them 
without frightenlug them. 

Separate bulldinga’on the Icelandic 
elder farms are devoted tu the clean- 
ing of prodvct. Lown clingn 
tenaciously tw anything on which. it bs 
thrown, a circumstance that is utilized 
In cleaning it There are- a number 
of frames of oblong sbape. and along 
these numbers of strings are stretched 
foosely.

The chief promoter of 
the fund was David Williams, a Non- 
conformist minister and friend of Ben-

LAYING THE CLOTH. 


Table Covers at One Time Were Ar- 
~  fanged In Puffs and Folds. 

In the twelfth century tablecloths 
Were very large and were always laid 
on the table double. For a fong time 
they were called “donbllers” for that 
reason.’ The ‘cloth was’ first’ placed’'so 
a3 to touch the door on the side at 
which the guests sat; then all that re- 
mained was folded so that it just cor- 
ered the table. 

Charles V. had sixty-seven table 
cloths, which were from fifteen to 
twenty yards long and two yards wide.
